I am glad to note that the public 
men of various cities are consider­ 
ing the importance of developing 
some system whereby employment 
can be given to all who apply for 
it. 
N ot only 
to 
the 
“ deserving 
poor, ” as you have head lined it in 
yesterday’s issue, but also to that 
other class, the professional tramps 
and petty law-breakers, who would 
hardly be classed among the de­ 
serving poor or willing workers if 
employment 
were obtainable, but 
who should be obliged to work or 
be jailed and go hungry unless they 
do the work apportioned them. 
It is a lamentable fact that all 
over our country, this great country 
blessed with so many natural advan­ 
tages, hundreds and thousands of 
families are suffering because there 
is no well developed system estab­ 
lished in every state whereby some 
ordinary, every day sort of em ploy­ 
ment could be obtained by any one 
applying. 
I have for years maintained that 
e want of some such system has 
been the cause of so much increase 
in crime, and for the great increase 
in the army of tramps. 
T he rela­ 
tive percentage of convicted crim ­ 
inals to population has increased 
500 per cent in the last forty years. 
A m , 
therefore, 
more than glad to 
note that you have m different e d i­ 
torials of 
late called attention to 
this great problem; for it is a pro b ­ 
lem that must sooner or later be 
solved by practical experiments in 
«very state. 
M ayor Hastain appears also to 
have given some attention lo this 
subject, and it will be well if under 
his 
administration this project of 
breaking rock for road macadam 
can be carried out, as it will not 
only be 
the commencement of a 
system whereby employment can be 
given, 
but will also start a better 
road system throughout the county. 
It will probably be remembered 
that when a similar 
project was 
suggested two 
winters since, 
our 
generous citizen, Mr, D. H. Smith, 
offered gratuitously a large amount 
of rock from one of his quarries 
for such purpose. 
H e may yet be 
willing to make the same offer. 
While there will be found some 
difficulties in the way of establish­ 
ing a thoroughly practical system 
from an economical standpoint at 
first trial, yet there can be no doubt 
that if the main object is kept in 
view, 
the plan suggested will be 
productive of good results and will 
be endorsed by a large majority of 
our citizens.

Sherman for his views on the power 
of congress to recognize the inde­ 
pendence of Cu b a and last night re­ 
ceived this answer b y wire:

Wa s h i n g t o n , Dec. 20.— There 
is no fou ndation for the statement 
that congress may not, if it will, 
recognize the independence of a 
new nation, nor do I think Mr. Ol­ 
ney contests it, b u t he thinks the 
matter ou ght to come from the pref- 
ident. 
“ If, 
however, 
congress shou ld 
pass a resolu tion and the president 
shou ld veto it, it can b e passed b y 
a two thirds vote of each hou se and 
wou ld b ecome a law which the pres­ 
ident mu st respect and ob ey. 
jJ oH N S h e r m a n . ” 
Senator Davis, of Minnesota, tel­ 
egraphed the following last night to 
the Commercial Trib u ne as to Sec­ 
retary Olney’s position on recogniz­ 
ing Cu b a:

“ I think that Mr. Olney’s posi­ 
tion is u ntenab le. 
In my opinion, 
congress has the power, b y statu te 
or b y joint resolu tion, to recognize 
the independence of Cu b a.

A case with many remarkab le 
featu res has come u nder the official 
notice ot the Kansas state b oard of 
pardons in the hearing of the ap­ 
plication for the pardon of George 
Orr, now confined in the peniten­ 
tiary u nder the penalty of death. 
Orr was convicted of killing M. 
M. Trimb le, of Paola, in the dis­ 
trict cou rt of Miami cou nty, on 
Decemb er 13, 1883, and was sen­ 
tenced to b e hanged. 
As the death 
penalty in Kansas has never b een 
enforced, this means imprisonment 
for life, u nless pardoned. 
At that 
tu ne Orr was a mere b oy 16 years 
old. 
His father b eing a dru nkard, 
and his mother b eing dead, b e was 
taken into the Trimb le home. Nat­ 
u rally he was a b right b oy, b u t he 
•had b eta b rou ght u p on the fron­ 
tier with cowb oys, and had asGu ai- 
lated many of their rou gh cu stoms. 
Being of high stru ng temperament, 
he was sensitive to an insu lt, ami 
was qu ick to resent it in ihe cowb ^y 
ways with which he was faniiiiar. 
It seerns that he had had .some 
trou b le of a trivial natu re with his 
adopted father. 
He went ou t hu nt­ 
ing to think the matter over and 
after b rooding over it for several 
hou rs he retu rned and sou ght ou t 
Trimb le. 
In the discu ssion which 
followed, he claims, the old gentle­ 
man called him a vile name. 
Qu ick 
as a flash he raised his gu n and shot 
Trimb le dead. 
He ran arou nd to 
Mrs. Trimb le and told her he had 
committed a terrib le deed and mu st 
have some money to escape. 
Not 
knowing what he had done, she 
gave him $40 and he fled, b u t was 
soon captu red, tried and convicted. 
One of the. remarkab le featu res 
of the case is the history of Orr 
since he has b een in the peniten­ 
tiary. 
He is now a grown man of 
nearly 30 years, 
having 
b een in 
prison thirteen years. 
Soon after 
his incarceration he developed an 
insatiab le thirst for knowledge and 
has greedily 
read everything he 
cou ld get his hands on. 
The trans­ 
formation has, it is said, b een re­ 
markab le. 
‘ 
From an u ncou th and u nlettered 
cowb oy he has developed into an 
edu cated scholar. 
He writes and 
talks flu ently on the most profou nd 
su b jects. 
The penitentiary lib rary 
of some 50,000 volu mes, covering 
ancient 
and 
modern 
history, 
philosophy, religion and sciences, 
has b een mastered b y him, and he 
craves for more. 
His friends have 
su b scrib ed for the cu rrent literatu re 
of the day for him and he is said to 
b e one of the b est posted men in 
the state on cu rrent topics, in or 
ou t of the penitentiary. 
He also 
receives a nu mb er of magazines o 
a heavier natu re. 
Among others, 
scientific 
monthlies 
have 
b een 
coming to him for nine years and 
those who have talked with him say 
he is especially well versed in the 
sciences. 
Orr’s letter to the b oard of par­ 
dons, Ju dge Caldwell says, is the 
most remarkab le one ever received 
b y the b oard. 
It is written in a 
“ hand” which excels that of the or­ 
dinary b u siness man and none b u t 
the choicest words and the b est of 
grammatical expressions are em­ 
ployed. 
He refers to a nu mb er of 
ancient and modern writers, among 
hem Herb ert Spencer, of whose 
works he seems to b e especially 
b nd. 
He also emb odies in his let- 
er, 
ill a casu al yet clever way, 
many principles of philosophy and 
science seldom and except b y a 
scholar. 
One of the strongest pleas for 
ib erty made b y Orr is the condi­ 
tion of his adopted mother. 
She 
has, 
it appears, 
never fu lly 
re­ 
covered from the shock of her hu s­ 
b and’s death and the stirring inci­ 
dents attending it. 
She is old and 
infirm and her property is gradu ally 
slipping away from her u ntil now 
she is in almost, if not qu ite, desti­ 
tu te circu mstances. 
Orr pleads 
that he may b e given the opportu ni­ 
ty of caring for her and of provid­ 
ing a home for her for the rest of 
her days. 
There is still another interesting, 
althou gh entirely disconnected, fea­ 
tu re attending this case in that it 
b rings to light an old Missou ri ro­ 
mance of forty years ago. 
The 
facts came ou t in the records filed 
with the state b oard of pardons. 


Althou gh she married him in good 
faith, it now appears that 
Mrs. 
Trimb le never was the legal wife of 
Mr. Trimb le. 
Here is the story: 
In 1855 there lived in Gentry 
cou nty, Missou ri, James 
Rob erts 
and 
his wife, 
Mary E. Rob erts. 
Their neighb or was M. M. Trimb le, 
the 
man who 
was su b sequ ently 
killed b y you ng Orr. 
Trimb le b ad 
a wife, whose name was Cassandra, 
and six children. Triiob le and Mrs. 
Rob erts, it appears, fell in love with 
each other. 
Rob erts b ecame jeal­ 
ou s and left his wife on this ac­ 
cou nt. 
A few months later he applied for 
and received a divorce. 
Mrs. Rob ­ 
erts then removed to Centralia, 
Boone cou nty. 
Some months later 
Trimb le separated from his wife and 
went to Centralia after Mrs. R ob ­ 
erts. 
The two then proceeded to 
Au stin, Texas’, 
where 
they were 
married b y a ju stice of the peace. 
Mrs. Rob erts, or Mrs. Trimb le, as 
she is noTv known, says Mr. Trim­ 
b le told her he had secu red a di 
vorce from his wife, Cassandra. 
ShA- does not rememb er the name 
u i tiie ju stice of the peace who mar- 
riid them and thinks there were no 
witnesses to the marriage. 
Shortly after their marriage Mr. 
c.iu\ Mrs. Trimb le moved b ack to 
Missou ri, where they lived u ntil 
they moved to Paola, Kas. 
They 
liv ed together for over twenty-five 
years withou t any ob jection from 
his 
former wife or anyone else. 
Immediately after Trimb le’s death, 
his first wife applied for a pension, 
on the grou nd that he had b een a 
soldier in the Mexican war. 
The 
pension was allowed, b u t b efore the 
oayment was made the first wife 
died. 
Shortly after this, it seems, 
'drs. Trimb le No. 2 also applied 
or a pension. 
The application 
was a startler for the officers in the 
pension department and they at 
once sent men ou t to investigate. 
Mrs. 
Trimb le insisted that her 
hu sb and had secu red a divorce 
from his first wife. 
The records of 
that cou nty had in the meantime 
b een b u rned, and hence no proof, 
one way or the other, 
cou ld b e 
fou nd. 
The children of Mrs. Cas­ 
sandra Trimb le said that they had 
never heard of their father 
or 
mother applying for or^ secu ring a 
divorce. 
Mrs. Mary E. Trimb le, 
on the other hand, insisted that the 
divorce had b een granted. 
Thu s 
the matter stood, and stands to this 
day. The pension was not granted, 
and hence Mrs. Trimb le has no in­ 
come with which to su stain her de 
dining years. 
The clou d still rests 
on her title to b eing the wife of the 
man with whom she had lived in 
peace and happiness for over a 
qu arter of a centu ry.

HE STOLE S100,000. 


Trust Company Robbed By Its 
Treasurer. 


’TWAS A BOSTON CONCERN 


The Embezzler Had Held a ReBponsi- 
ble Position for More Thau 
Twenty Years. 


B o s t o n , Dec. 1 9 .— Yesterday aft­ 
ernoon it was found that Frank C. 
Miles, for more than twenty years 
treasurer of the Boston Safe D e­ 
posit and Trust company, one of 
the oldest and most conservative 
of the city banks, was a defaulter 
for at least ? 100,000, and a meet­ 
ing of the directors was immediate­ 
ly held. ' 
After a hurried consulta­ 
tion a reporter of 
the Associated 
Press was sent for and the follow­ 
ing statement, which had been pre­ 
viously prepared, was 
handed to 
him by 
President 
Stone, 
in 
the 
presence of the entire board of di­ 
rectors: 


“ To the Associated Press: 
The 
examining committee of the Boston 
Safe Deposit and Trust Co., finding 
a deficit in their securities, called 
iipon the treasurer, Frank C. Miles, 
for an explanation, when he con ­ 
fessed that he had misapplied secu 
rities which may involve a loss to 
the company of from ^30,000 to 
?ioo,ooo. 
The 
company holds a 
responsible bond of indemnity in 
the 
sum 
of 130,000. 
Mr. 
Miles 
had no connection with the safe de­ 
posit vaults of the company. 


“ W . F . M . S t o n e , President.” 
More than the above the officials 
refused to say, except that Miles 
had been treasurer of the institution 
since it began business in 1875 and 
during all of that time had handled 
the funds of the company in the 
most conservative and careful man­ 
ner, not even a whisper oeing heard 
as to his integrity until yesterday. 
The company has a capital of i 
million dollars and does a regular 
trust 
company 
business, 
besides 
having a large number of safe de­ 
posit vaults- 
Miles had full charge 
of the cash deposits and securities 
and those held 
as 
collateral for 
loans and it is from these that he 
abstracted those missing. 
At a late hour last night the ex­ 
amining committee war. still in ses­ 
sion at the bank trying to ascertain 
if $100,000 covered the entire de­ 
ficit. 
Miles, who ifi 46 years old, had a 
luxurious home at No. 346 Beacon 
street. 
The Boston Safe Deposit 
and Trust Co. is a state institution 
and does not come under the na­ 
tional bank act,being directly under 
the supervision of the savings bank 
commissioners of this slate. 
The 
last examination of 
the 
company 
was made by the commissioners on 
November 9, and according to the 
statement issued by 
the commis­ 
sioners, 
all 
the 
securities 
were 
intact at that time. 
In order to de­ 
ceive 
the 
examiners 
at the time 
Miles either substituted other secur­ 
ities or persuaded the savings bank 
commissioners that everything was 
all right and they took his word for 
it. 
A warrant for the arrest of Miles 
on the charge of embezzlement of 
$25,000 has been issued, but the 
officers have not been able to locate 
him. 
The securities taken by Miles 
were lost through the failure two 
weeks ago of the brokerage firm of 
Gage & Felton, to cover a fall in 
market. 


“KITING” CONFESSED. 


Miller Takes the Blame for the Denver 
Commercial Bank Failure. 


D e n v e r , CoL, Dec. 19.— O. E. 
Miller, 
president 
of

Miller
